ever, as soon as he could get his ward- 
robe replenished, to go anywhere or 
perform any duty that might be given 
hlrn.

As to the cause of the wreck, Cap-

Prom the appearances, the in- 
juries on the deceased's head had'been 
inflicted by some blunt instrument, such 
as the piece of lead pipe, in evidence. 
The witness had found the sound lung 
inflated on examination, as .though his

Death was probably due to' the injuries 
received from successive blows and to 
strangulation. The deceased's muscu- 
lar development was no greater than 
a boy of 10 or 12 years and he could 
probably not have defended himself 
even against a boy of this age on ac- 
count of the .latter's greater activity.
